President Truman and Pope 
Plus XU agreed in an exchange 
of Christmas messages that the 
procter Christian challonge fac- 
ng mankind today is the seurch 
for o just and lusting peace. 

The texts of the two mensages 
were made pitblic by the White 
House In Washington, 

Mr, ‘Trumun's message war

But 
thetr phraselogy seemed to in- 
dicate thelr concern of the Krem- 
lin'n current policies.

Tho... naw” trdde™: agreement 
between the: United. Kingdom 
and Japon is expected to re- 
sult in $281,400,000 worth of 
commerce between the two 
countries for the year ending 
next July 1, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture estimates. 

Under the © agreement, the 
sterling areas are ,expected to 
ship $154,000,00C worth of gooda 
to Japan. 

The agreement was aslgned on 
November 22 and became effce- 
tive as of Inst July 1. 

The sterling areas covered in 
the pact Include the United King- 
dom and the Crown Colonies 
except Hong Kong, ond do_no! 
include Australia, India, New 
Zenland and South Africu. 

The principal commoditics cx- 
pected to be shipped by the 
United Kingdom to Jnpan are 
cotton, cereals, wool, iron ore, 
rubber, sult, petroleum, hides, 
skins and tanning materials. ‘ 

Japan is exper‘ed to ship to 
sterling areas under the agrec- 
ment textiles, machinery, canned 
fish, lumber, metals, clectrical 
products, chemicals, pottery and 
glassware, .

Secondly, coming to Talpeh as 
the legal capital of China, he is 
bringing with him United States 
recognition of Talwan being a 
part of China as much nas Nan- 
king, Canton, Chungking, and 
Chengtu. 

However, Amerleans in Taipeh 
so far know of no plans to estab- 
lish an Embassy as such. 

An oMfcial summed up the 
general Chinese viewpoint as 
follows: “Mr, Strong's coming to 
Talpeh at least given us the tm- 
pression that the Slate Depart- 
ment feels there fs still a Chinese 
Government with which it ex- 
pects to have dealings. From what 
the State Department has said 

ublicly, we don’t know yet what

WARTIME 
LETTER 
REVEALED 


Brussels, December 22. 

A iletter which King 
George wrote to King Leo- 
pold of the Belgians, follow- 
ing the latter’s decision to re- 
main in Belgium after his 
surrender to the Germans in 
May, 1940, is published for 
the first time by the Brussels 
newspaper “Le Soir” today. 

In his letter King Georgo ex- 
pressed grove concern as to 
Kine Leopold's decision. 

King George's letter was In re- 
ply to the one In which Leopold 
Ill informed him about the de- 
cision to remain in German- 
occupled Belgium, 

In taking thls decision, 
George replied, “Your Majesty 
wlll not have failed to sae the 
extreme importance of establish- 
ing a Belgian Government with 
full powers outside of the terrl- 
tory occupled by the ¢nomy. 
Therefore, while paying tribute 
to the self-sacrifice of Your Ma- 
jesty I and my Government mus? 
express our frave concern af to 
this decision.” 

The letter gocs on, “Whilo it 
would have been presumptuous 
on my part to advise you on the 
question of your duty lowards 
your people, I can, nevertheless, 
say that as far as the Allies and 
the fulfilment of thelr common 
war are concerned I have not tho 
impression that Your Majesty 
should be called upon to make 
the sacrifice which he intendn 
to,"-—Reuter,

In an effort to collect the past- 
due bill, Marshal Tite's Govern- 
ment hus Invoked a clause in the 
World War Two peace treaty and 
called on the neighbouring Com- 
munist nation to name a repre- 
sentative lo meet with one from 
Yugoslavia on the matter. 

‘This Yugoslav action coincides 
with pressure being brought by 
U.S. private citizens in Hun- 
kary because of the arrest of two 
Americans, Mr. Robert A. Vogeler 
of New York, and Mr. Isracl 
Jacobson of Chicago. 

Hungary stopped her payments 
to Yugoslavia lost year, shortly 
after the Cominform denounced 
the Tito regime. Mr. Dedijer said 
Uungary thus far had paid “not 
much" of the $70,000,000 agreed 
lo under the peace treaty as war 
reparation, 

Mr. Dedijer sald Yugoslavian 
took the present step to collect 
the debt only after all attempts 
at a direct settlement, including 
on appeal to the United States, 
Britaln and Soviet Russia, had 
been exhausted. He sald the 
appeal to the Big Three failed 
because of the attitude of Soviet 
Russia.
